Garbed in a complete riding habit 


and astride a- spirited thoroughbred 
not his, he was a striking figure on 
the Havward streets until he dis- 
appeared from there on the evening 
of November 24. He came to Oak- 
land on a motorcycle he had pur- 
chased on credit, together with two 
well-filled suitcases. He left the ma- 
chine at a local livery stable and

But he left behind between -fifteen 


and twenty victims of his check- 
forging operations, as evidenced by 
the fictitious Vaper which the banks 
have turned down for payment.

The discover}' that Robert Capelle, agent of the North German 


Lloyd Steamship Company, has taken refuge on board the In- 
terned German bark Ottawa, anchored in Richardson's bay, off 
Sausalito, and the information that a warrant has been issued for 
Baron George Wllhelm Von Brincken constituted startling devel- 
opments in what has become a case of nation-wide importance. 


Capelle, who has been missing for more than a week, is at pres- 


ent safe from the pursuit of United States deputy marshals on 
the decks of a German ship. It is understood that the authorities 
are powerless at present to reach Mm by subpena until search 
•warrants are obtained, but he is under surveillance, it is alleged, 
and together with Baron Von Brincken will be brought into court 
at the right moment. 


The order for the arrest of Von 


Brincken came direct from. "Washing-" 
ton this morning after federal officials 
here had notified the department of 
justice of. the baron's claim, that he 
was an attache of the German con- 
sulate.
